And sequices ftronger Antidotes and in 
greater quantity than othe:s, 
 ‘ Alfo atthe time of their ingendering 
they are more curft and full of poyfon, » 
ilran at other times, . 
“Andin Sunsmer time, all thefe are 
nore deadly, than in Winter: For the 
venomoushidden is more deadly, than 
the mannifeft quality; the thin,cthan the

cold temperature. To which wemay 
addé, the more or lefle aptnefle of dif- 
pofition & ccnftitution of the body by 
any of thefe fo offended.
